In presenting to the public the following descriptive Catalogue of Fruir Trees, it has 
been our endeavor to give all the information, in relation to the varieties enumerated, which will 
enable the purchaser to make a selection of trees suitable for a large or small garden. It has 
not been thought expedient, in the limits of a Catalogue, to undertake to describe, minutely 
and accurately, every variety of fruit, (and without entire accuracy the descriptions possess no 
value,) but merely to give such general characteristics of the varieties as will enable any one 
to judge of their relative value. Those who are in want of precise and accurate descriptions 
of fruits, for the purpose of detecting synonyms and correcting errors, will refer to works of 
authority rather than to a mere Catalogue. The descriptions are made up from the results of 
our own experience, after having frequently examined and tested the fruit, or upon the judg- 
ment of the late Mr. Manning, and upon the authority of the London Horticultural Society’s 
Catalogue of Fruits. Specimen trees being planted out of all the kinds in cultivation, those 
new sorts, recently introduced from abroad, or originated at home, will be described from our 
own inspection of the fruit. 


Neither has it been considered advisable to fill up and extend the Catalogue with the great 
number of synonyms which many sorts have obtained. With three or four exceptions we 
have entirely excluded them. We have, however, taken particular eure not to insert any va- 
riety under more than one name, except in a few instances where the identity of some sorts 
has not yet been satisfactorily ascertained. This remark applies to the varieties of fruits 
described: In the lists of Pears and Apples, whose qualities have not yet been well ascer- 
tained, there are undoubtedly several which will prove synonymous with old and established 
kinds. 


Our collection of Fruit Trees has been made a special object of attention. From the best 
sources in England and France all the new and choice varieties have been procured, and 
from the nurseries and private gardens of our own country every new or supposed valuable 
seedling fruit has been obtained. From the Pomological Garden of the late Mr. Manning 
have been received scions of many of the new and choice Pears received by him from the 
late Dr. Van Mons, of Belgium, and other foreign correspondents, as well as the fine varieties 
of Cherries raised by Mr. Manning himself. No pains have been, or will be, spared to gather 
together a collection of fruits unsurpassed by any other establishment. ~ 


Many individuals unacquainted with fruits, in selecting trees from a Catalogue, are fre- 
quently at a loss, from the multitude of kinds, to make a judicious choice; yet having, 
perhaps, a prejudice in favor of kinds generally esteemed, they do not wish to leave the selec- 
tion altogether to the nurseryman. In order to afford the amateur cultivator all the facilities 
possible, a selection of the most desirable fruits, for a small collection, has been made through- 
out the Catalogue, by designating the names with a star,(*). No fear need be entertained 
of the most choice assortment, if such are selected. When a number of trees are wanted, 
and the purchaser, not being familiar with the kinds, leaves the selection to us, he may de- 
pend upon our giving his orders our particular attention, and make choice of an assortment 
which shall comprise the very best varieties enumerated in the Catalogue. 


With a very few exceptions, none of the fruits rejected as inferior, in the last edition of the 
London Horticultural Society’s Catalogue of Fruits, are inserted in this Catalogue. 


All the fruits of American origin are designated by the letter (A) throughout the Cata- 
logue, with the exception of the Peaches, a majority of which being native kinds, that letter is 
omitted, and the foreign varieties are noted by the letter (F). 


Pear trees on Quince stocks, suitable for training in the mode now much adopted in England 
as well as France, called en quenowille, can be supplied of such sorts as grow freely upon that 
stock. The earlier period at which the trees come into bearing, and the less room they occu- 
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py in a small garden, has introduced this mode of grafting on the Quince more generally into 
practice. Apple trees worked upon the Paridise stock, for the purpose of forming dwarf trees, 
can also be supplied. 


Trees of all kinds can be supplied, either as standard, half standard, or dwarf, and the 
prices will be the same for each. ; 


The prices for trees are stated under each class: they are for trees two or more years from 
the graft or bud, and of a suitable size for transplanting with success. Trees of extra size, 
or of new and rare varieties of recent introduction, will be charged at a higher rate. 


When trees cannot be furnished, scions will be supplied, if desired, of the same variety, 
the price of which will be the same as that of the tree, a dozen scions being considered equiv- 
alent. 


The proper seasons for transplanting trees are March, April and May, in the Spring, and 
September, October and November, in the Autumn. For the South and West, the most favorable 
period for transportation is the Autumn, when trees may be forwarded to the most distant 
parts of the Union with entire success. Orders, to ensure a good selection, both as regards 
size and variety, should always be forwarded early, as many sorts are often exhausted before 
the season is half over. 


Bundles of trees or boxes of plants will be delivered in Boston free of expense, and shipped 
either direct, or by the way of New York, or forwarded by any of the Express lines or Rail- 
roads, to any part of the country. 


All letters of enquiries, or application for Catalogues, to receive any attention, must be post 
pad. 


07 All orders for trees from unknown correspondents must be accompanied with a draft 
on Boston or New York, payable at sight, or within thirty or sixty days after the delivery of 
the trees. The fluctuations in exchange, and the expense and trouble of collecting bills at a 
distance, render it necessary for us to adopt this course. 


Catalogues will be issued every year, and may be had at our Seed Store and Agricultural 
Warehouse, 7 Merchants Row, Boston, and of Messrs. Saxton & Miles, Booksellers, 203 Broad- 
way, New York, or on application by mail, (post paid.) 


Our Nurseries are very extensive, embracing upwards of 30 acres of land, the whole of 
which will be devoted to Fruit and Ornamental Trees, Shrubs, Evergreens, Grape Vines, 
Herbaceous Plants, Roses, Dahlias, Bulbous Roots, Greenhouse Plants, &c. &c. 


The Nurseries are situated on the Cambridge road to Mount Auburn, half a mile east of 
Harvard Colleges, and about two miles from Boston. A large Conservatory and an extensive 
Greenhouse, both with span roofs, have been erected, which are filled with choice collections 
of Camellias, Roses, Pelargoniums, Ericas, Azaleas and Miscellaneous Plants. All amateurs 
and lovers of plants are invited to visit the Nurseries. In the month of May, a splendid col- 
lection of Tulips will be in flower. In June, upwards of 400 varieties of hardy Roses. Dur- 
ing the Autumn, an unrivalled collection of Perpetual, Bourbon, Bengal, Tea and Noisette 
Roses,—and in September, a magnificent collection of Dahlias. In the Conservatory, the 
Chrysanthemums will be in bloom in November,—the Camellias in January,—the Azaleas in 
February,—the Roses in March,—and the Pelargoniums in April and May.

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REMARKS ON TRANSPLANTING TREES. 


No work is more carelessly or heedlessly performed, by individuals in general, than 
planting trees. Few persons seem to be aware that a tree is a living object; to ex- 
pect success, therefore, in transplanting them, some care must be taken in perform- 
ing the operation. The following brief rules may be some guide to those who have 
not had any experience in setting out trees. 


I. Never plant a tree unless the ground has been previously well pulverized and 
broken fine. To plant trees in holes, as too many persons do, is almost fatal to their 
fature growth. 


II. Deep planting is one of the greatest errors in planting in this country, and prob- 
ably more trees die from this cause than all others; if they thrive for a year or two 
they soon languish and die, apparently without any cause. In cold, clayey soils, this 
is frequently the case. Avoid, by all means, this error. The surface roots should 
never be more than two inches below the soil. 


III. When the trees are all ready for setting out, commence planting by taking out 
the earth to the depth of a foot or more, and of a width sufficient to admit all the 
roots easily, without bending or breaking. If the soil is naturally poor, some very 
old and decayed manure may be thrown into the bottom of the holes delow the roots ; 
then fill in among the roots with the earth, enriching it slightly with jie compost. 


IV. Before planting, prune the large roots carefully with a sharp knife, cutting off 
all bruised or decayed portions, shortening such as are too long, and taking out those 
where too much crowded ; avoid injuring or cutting off any of the small fibres. 


V. The most important rule to be observed in setting out trees, and one which 
should never be lost sight of, is to fill in the earth firmly around and among the roots, 
so that no hollows or crevices may remain; avoid, however, jerking the tree up and 
down—merely give it a few taps at the base, which will be quite sufficient, if the soil 
is not thrown in too hastily and in too large quantities at once. Fill up the hole care- 
fully, leaving a little basin at the base of the tree. If dry weather immediately en- 
sues, a pail or two of water may be given to each tree, which, as soon as it has set- 
tled among the roots, should be lightly earthed over to prevent evaporation. Mulch- 
ing, with coarse, strawy manure, is occasionally resorted to, especially if hot, dry 
weather succeeds. 


VI. Do not neglect the trees because they are set out—the work of cultivation has 
but just commenced. Keep the ground continually loose around the trees: see that 
no insects attack them: look after the growth of the wood: and commence with Swm- 
mer pruning in July, when all very rapid shoots should be shortened. Stake the trees, 
if crooked, and they will soon be straight and handsome ones. At each Winter 
pruning cut out all unnecessary wood, and give the trees a washing with whale oil 
soap. Do not plant any crop within at least six feet of the trunk of the tree.
